raised  by  them  for  this  trade,  specialties  being  made  of  Cyclamen,  Poinsettias 
and  Begonias. 

A large  force  of  trained  landscape  engineers  and  skilled  landscape  garden- 
ers is  maintained  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Mr.  Donald  McLaren,  who 
has  specialized  in  this  line  of  work  for  many  years,  and  who  as  assistant  chief 
of  the  department  of  landscape  gardening  at  the  Panama-Paciflc  International 
Exposition  had  direct  charge  of  the  execution  of  all  of  the  planting  work  of 
our  World’s  Fair  in  1915.

We  specialize  in  hardy,  high-grade  field  grown  stock,  suitable  to  our 
climatic  conditions.  The  unequaled  reputation  which  we  hold  as  growers, 
not  only  locally  but  throughout  the  country,  is  a tribute  to  the  care  which  we 
exercise  in  the  execution  of  our  orders. 

Our  Nurseries  are  at  Beresford,  about  two  miles  south  of  San  Mateo. 
The  Southern  Pacific  train  leaving  Third  and  Townsend  Depot,  San  Francisco, 
at  11 :40,  stops  in  the  nursery  grounds,  and  auto  bus  line,  passing  the  nursery, 
leaves  from  Fifth  and  Market  Streets  every  fifteen  minutes  during  the  day. 


PRICES  AND  QUANTITIES 

Articles  mentioned  in  following  list  will  be  furnished  at  prices  named,  as 
follows : Five  at  10  rate,  and  less  than  five  of  a variety  at  the  single  rate. 

Packing:  We  employ  only  experienced  packers  and  all  our  trees  and 
shrubs  are  labeled.  We  charge  for  packing  and  packing  material  at  actual 
cost. 

Shipping:  For  truck  load  lots  we  deliver  within  a radius  of  25  miles  of 
San  Mateo  free  of  charge  except  on  deliveries  across  the  bay  of  San  Francisco, 
when  charge  is  made  based  on  actual  cost. 

Express  or  Freight:  Method  of  shipment  should  be  clearly  stipulated. 
When  no  specification  is  made,  we  exercise  our  best  judgment,  but  assume  no 
responsibility  for  losses  or  delays  occasioned  through  negligence  of  transpor- 
tation companies.  We  have  a spur  track  in  our  nursery  grounds,  which 
makes  it  possible  for  us  to  superintend  the  packing  of  large  freight  shipments 
and  also  saves  unnecessary  handling  of  plants. 

Replacements:  Inasmuch  as  we  have  no  control  over  planting  or  care  of 
trees,  plants  or  shrubs  after  they  leave  our  hands,  we  do  not  agree  to  assume 
any  obligation  to  replace  same  if  they  die.  Plants  delivered  in  perfect  condi- 
tion become  the  property  of  the  purchaser  at  the  time  of  delivery. 

We  are  always  willing  to  rectify  any  errors  or  shortages,  and  we  respect- 
fully request  that  our  patrons  report  same  on  receipt  of  goods,  or  at  least 
within  ten  days  thereafter. 

Terms:  Our  terms  are  thirty  days  net,  2 per  cent  ten  days.  To  customers 
unknown  to  us  cash  remittances  are  required.
